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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with 
indefinite and functional or operational language, failing to conform to current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document. 
The claims appear to be a list of the elements of the invention without a clear 
explanation of each element's placement. The structure that goes to make up the 
device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. For example 
claim 1 recites the limitations: "the type" in line 2, "said liquid" inline 3, "the structure" in 
line 10, "the far end" in lines 10 and 11, "the outer surface" in line 11, "the window" in 
line 12. There are insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claim. The 
above noted deficiencies are of exemplary only and should not be taken to be an 
exhausted list, Applicant is advised to completely review the claims for errors. 

3. For the purpose of this Office action, the claims will be examined as best 
understood by the examiner. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hirose et 
al. as best understood by the examiner. 

Hirose et al. discloses a telescopic liquid ejection device comprising: a hollow 
outer section 1 02 connects at one end 1 1 3 to a supply source of liquid, a hollow inner 
section 124 connects at one end to a steerable nozzle 126, a spring 1 17, a flattened 
configuration 128, and at least one assembly configuration 107/141 for fixing the device 
to a vehicle structure using a fixing element 153 (see figures 2-7).
